In the welcoming delegation was 
a chorus which sang “Our Landon,” 
one of the official songs of The 
Volunteers, a Republican organiza- 
tion.

Reception at Station.

They repudiate a system that will 
hold down to the starvation level 
for the balance of their lives the 
men and women on WPA.” 


“It sums itself up to this,” the 
nominee added. “The people of 
this country want back self-govern- 
ment and they are determined to 
have it. 


“Now that we are convinced in 
our own minds that we will win, 
victory is assured.

SOLDIERS’ MEMORIAL 


Revised Arrangements 


for 

| Wednesday Are Announced. 
by Mayor. 

Mayor Dickmann today an- 


nounced revised plans for the visit 
of President Roosevelt to St. Louis 
next Wednesday, stating that the 


President would dedicate the Sol- 
diers’ Memorial building now being 
rected on the Memorial Plaza. 

As hap been told, the President 
will arrive at Union Station at 9:30 
a. m. from Kansas City and will 
be in the city about an hour and a 
half. The Mayor said he would be 
driven from the Twentieth street 
entrance of Union Station down 
Market street to a platform that 
will be erected on Thirteenth street 
near the Soldiers’ Memorial. 

There, Dickmann said, the Presi- 

dent will raise a flag that will be 
presented by the American Legion 
for the Memorial Building, and will 
speak for about 15 minutes. This 
will be Roosevelt’s only address in 
the city, he said. The plan is for 
the President to leave his automo- 
bile and go to the platform for the 
address. 
Following the address, the Presi- 
dent’s party, accompanied by Mayor 
Dickmann and others, will parade 
in automobiles over Market and 
Walnut streets to Third street, will 
pass the Old Cathedral, and then 
will proceed along the levee to view 
the riverfront site of the proposed 
$30,000,000 Jefferson Memorial. 

Returning to Union Station, the 
party will go over Washington ave- 
nue to Twentieth street and then 
to the special train that will carry 
Roosevelt to Chicago, where that 
night he will make a_ political 
speech in his campaign for re-elec- 
tion. Mayor Dickmann expects to 
go to Chicago with the Roosevelt 
party. 


LOYALISTS CHARGE REBELS 
ATTACKED RED CROSS UNIT 


Air Bombs Dropped Near Ambu- 
lance in Daylight, It Is Charged, 
in Madrid.

MADRID, Oct. 9.—The Spanish 
Government charged last night that 
insurgent planes attacked a Scot- 
tish Red Cross ambulance unit in 
daylight Oct. 4 near Toledo.

Goes to School With Shackles

FINDLAY, O., Oct. 9.—Probate 
Judge Paul Capell jailed William 
P. Leeth, 55 years old, for investi- 
gation today after Leeth’s 10-year- 
old stepson, Robert Feucht, ap- 
peared in a schoolroom with a 15- 
foot log chain padlocked around 
his neck. 

The boy, Judge Capel] said, was 
chained to the kitchen stove last 
night as punishment after he went 
into the kitchen to get a piece of 
pumpkin pie denied him at dinner 
time. The stepfather, taken to 
court, told the Judge he chained 
the boy up because he “ran away”

that, to the times when he used 
to come to the town to visit an 
uncle who had a summer place on 
“Mount Savage. Such friendly refer- 
ences, relating the candidate in- 
timately to the place, not infre- 
quently find their way into the 
President’s remarks.

Louis. This will be on the return 
from Denver, Colo., where he will 
spend Monday morning. The Presi- 
dent is due to arrive in St. Louis 
Wednesday morning. 


Mrs. Roosevelt on Trip. 


Mrs. Roosevelt is accompanying 
the President on this trip, the first 
time that she has played even an 
indirect part in the campaign. Ordi- 
narily her own welfare activities 
absorb much of her time and she 
is frequently absent from the White 
House. When plans were changed 
to depart on Thursday instead of 
Friday, Mrs. Roosevelt shifted her 
appointments and hurriedly re- 
turned from New York to Wash- 
ington in order to leave ith the 
President. 

A third member of the President's 
family, Mrs. James Roosevelt Jr., 
is aboard the train. Known in the 
family circle as Betsey, Mrs. James 
Roosevelt has become a favorite at 
the White House. She accompanied 
the President, along with his two 
sons, John and Franklin Jr., on the 
drouth tour of Western states in 
the late summer. 

Possessed of great distinction and 
charm, young Mrs, Roosevelt was 
very popular with the crowds that 
greeted the presidential train in 
the drouth states. She is the daugh- 
ter of Dr. Harvey Cushing, noted 
Boston surgeon. 


The Roosevelt family, as a family, 
will be much in evidence during this 
campaign trip. Yesterday the 
President's wife greeted the crowd 
at Cumberland, speaking a few 
words into the microphone. Shortly 
after the Democratic convention in 
Philadelphia, Mrs. Roosevelt an- 
nounced she would take no active 
part in the campaign. Although 
she appeared on the platform with 
the President at Syracuse, N. Y., 
last week, she did not accompany 
him on the tour to Pittsburgh.

Governmeit Reinforcements Sent to 
Bay of Biscay Front. 

SANTANDER, Spain, Oct. 9.—The 
Spanish Government rushed rein- 
forcements of men and munitions 
today to its Bay of Biscay defenses, 
strengthening the line before Bil- 
bao, Santander and Gijon. 

Provincial Gov. Juan Ruiz esti- 
mated 6060 men went io the 120- 
mile front from Santander, while 
25,000 rifles, 3000 machine guns, 20,- 
000 hand grenades and 20,000,000 
cartridges were distributed. 

“Soon we will send 8000 more 
men,” Ruiz said, “to reinforce the 
Bilbao front and drive back enemy 
troops after which we will place our 
forces on the southern front.” 

Government militiamen held Ma- 
taporquera, Alto de los Ambos and 
Los Tornos, strategic points com- 
manding the Santander front, with 
the insurgent lines six miles away. 

Santander was quiet. Food sup- 
plies were diminishing and kzead 
was being rationed. 

Authorities reported Gijon was 
suffering hardships with the city 
partly wrecked by Fascist bombard- 
ment and the rest in the hands of 
anarchists. 

Asturian miners were reported to 
have lost 1000 men in assaults on 
the insurgent stronghold of Oviedo 
but were gradually leveling the city. 
Oviedo was declared to be encircled 
by Government troops -hile insur- 
gents were attempting to rush re- 
lief to the besieged garrison. Rap- 
idly spreading flames led to a re- 
port the city was being fired.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 9. — San- 
ford Bates, Director of Federal 
Prisons, confirmed reports today 
that William Mahan, convicted kid- 
mnaper of 9-year-old George Weyer- 
haeuser, was in the Federal prison 
hospital at Springfield, Mo., “for 
treatment of a mental trouble.” 

Mahan is serving a life sentence 
for kidnaping the boy at Tacoma, 
Wash., in May, 1935. He was com- 
mitted to Alcatraz Prison, but re- 
cently was transferred to Leaven- 
worth penitentiary for mental ob- 
servation. A board of examining 
physicians, Bates said, subsequent- 
ly recommended his admittance to 
the Springfield hospital.

He promised to devote much of 
his campaign oratory to Roosevelt’s 
“betrayal” of the Democratic plat- 
form. The theme is dear to him; it 
was the subject of his famous 
speech at the Liberty League ban- 
quet last winter.” How many votes 
it will influence is anyone’s guess. 
The New Dealers believe that if the 
voters approve of what the admin- 
istration has done, they will re-elect 
Roosevelt without wasting many re- 
grets on the 1932 platform.

The Roosevelt Family

The tabulation 
showed that in the 163 precinets out 
of 670, special deputy election com- 
missioners had challenged the reg- 


affidavits that the owners of 
these names are illega'ly registered 
sng that their names should be 
erasod from the rolls are being 
made by the canvassers whose city- 
wide survey Was & check on the 
anvass made by the precinct elec- 
tion clerks. 

In the original canvass a total of 
*48 names Was challenged by the 
clerks. To each of these a letter 
was sent directing the addressee to 
appear at the Election Board with 
proof of residence or suffer loss 
of right to vote. Last Saturday 
the Election Board struck from its 
lists the names of 1590 who had 
failed to appear and whose letters 
had been returned by the postoffice 
with notations that the addressees 
cold not be found. This brought 
the registration down to 428,066. 

“Phantoms” Left on Lists. 

However, the names which had 
been struck from the board’s list as 
“Phantoms” were left on the lists 
given to the recanvassers, so that 
many of the voters challenged in 
the recanvass may already have 
been challenged by the _ original 
canvassers. 

After the recanvass has been 
completed and the results tabulat- 
ed, the Election Board again will 
send out letters to challenged vot- 
ers notifying them they must es- 
tablish their claim of residence or 
be struck from the rolls, 

The deputies making the canvass 
are employes of business establish- 
ments, drafted for the work and 
not obtained through political rec- 
ommendations. Their task is to de- 
lermine whether all of tne 428,066 
persons on the registration lists re- 
side where they said they did, and 
to question the validity of the regis- 
(ration of any person whose right 
to vote is doubted because of in- 
ability to find him at the address 
given, because of defective or in- 


complete naturalization proceedings | 


or for any other legal cause. 

In 44 of the first 163 precincts 
labulated in the recanvass, no 
names were challenged. Challenges 
in others ranged from one to 36, 
the latter being .the total in the 
Second Precinct of the Sixth Ward, 
where 613 were registered.

SECOND R.0.7.C. CRITIC LOSES 
WASHINGTON U, SCHOLARSHIP 


Phillip Monypenny Deprived of 
Award for Urging Freshmen 
Not te Enroll. 


A second Washington University 
student has been deprived of his 
scholarship because of anti-R. O. 
T. C. activities. 


The $100-a-year scholarship of 
Phillip Monypenny, graduate school 
student majoring in political sci- 
ence, was withdrawn by the univer- 
sity, Dean Otto Heller said today, 
after he had circulated a letter 
telling freshmen students they 
would be “suckers” to enroll in the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

“Under the general regulations, 
here as at other universities,” Dean 
Heller said, “a scholarship grant 
to students is not continued unless 
the student is in “The Golden Book,’ 
so to speak. 

“When a student opposes a dis- 
ciplinary measure of the university, 
it cannot be said, as is required of 
the scholarship student, that he has 
only good marks, even though it 
may not be true that he had a bad 
mark.” 

As in the case of Don Ellinger, 
whose half-scholarship for his 
senior year’s tuition was revoked 
this month after he attacked the 
military organization in a similar 
letter. Monypenny may remain at 
the university on payment of regu- 
lar fees. 

The R. O. T. C. is on a voluntary 
basis at Washington University.

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CONSTABLE HAMILTON 
CASE GOES TO JURY 


Concluded; 
Defendant Calls Killing of 
Secret Wife ‘Accident.’ 


The case of John Hamilton, an 
East St. Louis Constable and Dem- 
ocratic candidate for the St. Clair 
County Board of Review, charged 


| lwith the murder of his secret wife, 


Mrs. Wilma Woods Hamilton went 
to the jury at 2.30 p. m. today in 
Circuit Judge A. D. Riess’ court at 
Belleville. 

Argument of counsel was con- 
cluded at noon. The State was rep- 
resented by State’s Attorney L. P. 
Zerweck and his assistant, R. V. 
Gustine. Defense counsel are R. 
E. Costello and Norman Gundlach. 

After the jury had retired, Ham- 
ilton, who knew Zerweck from pre- 
vious political association, walked 
to the table where the prosecutor 
sat and extended his hand. 

“IT have no hard feelings,” Ham- 
ilton said. “I know you had your 
duty to perform.” 

Zerweck accepted ‘the proffered 
hand, and said: “I have nothing 
against you personally, either, 
Hamilton. Now, the whole thing 
is up to the jury and we'll have to 
abide by their decision.” 

The defense rested its case late 
yesterday, after calling 23 wit- 
nesses. Hamilton took the stand 
in his own behalf and repeated es. 
sentially his ora] statement, made 
to police following his arrest, that 
he accidentally killed his wife while 
firing at her escort, Thomas Gris- 
som, in self-defense. Grissom was 
also. killed, and Hamilton is under 
a second murder indictment. 

Defendant’s Versior of Killing. 

The defendant, a former motor- 
cycle policeman, testified he was 
driving home from the Broadway 
Hotel early on the morning of last 
Aug. 2, when, near Twenty-second 
street and St. Clair avenue, in East 
St. Louis, Grissom, accompanied by 
Mrs. Hamilton, passed and Grissom 
shouted, “Jack, come on down the 
street, I want to see you.” : 

Hamilton ~aid he drove to his 
wife’s home, 437 North Twenty- 
second street, expecting to find the 
pair there, then returned to Twen- 
ty-second and Illinois, where Gris- 
som was parked. 

“T got out of my car, walked over 
to Grissom’s sedan, opened the 
door, and asked ‘what do you 
want?’,” Hamiiton related. Grissom 
called me a vile name and said, ‘I 
got you on the spot.’ I _ replied, 
‘Stop, Tom, you are my best friend, 
don’t create a scene in front of the 
girl’.” 

“Noticed Pistol in Hand.” 

“Grissom answered, ‘I’m not your 
friend, and she wants to get rid 
of you,’” Hamilton told the jury. 
“I noticed his pistol in his hand,” 
the witness continued. “I drew my 
revolver from a_ shoulder, holster 
and fired six shots as fast as I 
could pull the trigger. Then I 
drove my car around the corner, 
and stopped, and went back to see 
if Grissom was badly hurt. I shook 
him, and he fell out of the ma- 
chine. I touched my wife, and got 
blood on my hands. Then I became 
excited. I took Grissom’s pistol 
and drove to Lake Park, where I 
threw it and my revolver in the 
lake. On reaching home I un- 
dressed, then thought of an unregis- 
tered shotgun I owned, and went 
outside in my underwear and hid 
the gun in a railroad coal car.” 

Three Witnesses Disagree. 
Hamilton’s testimony was _ at 
variance with that of three State’s 
witnesses, who said he fired two 
shots when he returned to Gris- 
som’s car after parking his machine 
around the corner. The defendant’s 
testimony in this respect was sup- 
ported by Mr. and Mrs, David B. 
Chesney, 416 North Twenty-second 
street, both of whom said they were 
awakened by shots, and saw a man 
walk to Grissom’s sedan, but heard 
no further shooting. 


Grissom’s wife, Anna, from whom 
he had been separated two years, 
testified for the defense that Gris- 
som, business agent of the East St. 
Louis Teamsters’ and Chauffeurs’ 
Union, frequently carried a pistol 
in the waistband of his trousers. 
Four defense witnesses told the 
jury that the union agent was of a 
quarrelsome disposition. Character 
witnesses for the defendant includ- 
ed Sheriff Henry J. Siekmann of 
St. Clair County. 

Mrs. Hamilton, who was 23 years 
old, did not disclose her marriage 
until several days .before she was 
killed. In the presence of her 
mother and sister, she told Hamil- 
ton that she intended to seek a 
divorce, according to State’s evi- 
dence, Grissom was 29 years old.

MAYOR, DARST NON-COMMITTAL 
CN PROPOSED MILK ORDINANCE 


Dickmann Suggests Public Meet- 
ing at Conference With 
' Consumers’ Council. 

Mayor Dickmann and Director of 
Public Welfare Joseph M. Darst de- 
clined to commit themselves as to 
the standard milk ordinance of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, pending in the Board cf Alder- 
men, at a conference at the Mayor’s 
office today with representatives 
of the Consumers’ Ccuncil, which 
is advocating the measure. 

Mayor Dickmann suggested that 
the Public Welfare Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, to which 
the bill was referred, hold a public 
meeting in the board’s chambers at 
City Hall at 10:30 o’clock next 
Tuesday morning and said he would 
try to make arrangements for such 
a meeting. 

Stating he was generally in favor 
of legislation to assure pure milk, 
the Mayor said he would have to 
consider whether the proposed or- 
dinance would injure the milk in- 
dustry before he came to a conclu- 
sion on the subject. He said he 
had granted the request cf dis- 
tributors, who are opposing the bill, 
for a conference at 10 o’clock Mon- 
day morning at his officé. The meet- 
ing would be behind closed doors, 
he said, if distributors requested it. 

Darst, likewise, declined to give 
his opinion of the crdinance. The 
committee was composed of Mrs. 
W. Victor Weir, president of the 
Consumers’ Council, the Rev. W. F. 
Mullally and Mrs. Roscoe Ander- 
son. Darst said he thought one 
great objection to the bill as origi- 
nally suggested, was removed by 
placing ‘the power to lower the 
grade of a distributor with the 
Board of Public Service instead of 
with the Health Commissioner. 


A force of 87 WPA workers, check- 
ing Federal income tax returns in 
the office of Collector Thomas J. 
Sheehan in the past 13 months, has 
added $454,121 to the tax assess- 
ments against individuals and cor- 
porations in St. Louis and the 53 
counties of the Eastern Missouri 
district. Of this amount $212,320 
has been collected. 

The cost of the check-up has 
been $104,036, of which $95,455 was 
paid by the Government in salaries 
to the WPA workers. Since the 
work began, 28 of the checkers 
have resigned to take employment 
with business concerns. 

Checking all returns of persons 
and firms, the investigators ques- 
tioned many of the returns, and 
many persons have been called to 
the Collector’s office to explain 
items where it appeared to the 
checkers that further payment was 
due. In some cases the matters 
were explained satisfactorily by the 
taxpayers, and in other’ cases addi- 
tional assessments were levied. 

The checkers found many mar- 
ried persons making separate re- 
turns, showing incomes too low to 
be taxable, where under the law a 
joint return for husband and wife 
was required, the joint income be- 
ing of taxable size. In other cases, 
where improper deductions brought 
an income below the taxable level, 
the check-up placed it back on that 


level.

RELEF APPROPRATON 


Bill to Be Amended to Pro- 
vide $606,000 for Use 
If Needed. 


The relief committee of the 
Board of Aldermen agreed yester- 
vay, after meeting with W. C. 
Connett, chairman of the St. Louis 
Relief Committee, and P. H. Byrns, 
co-ordinator of the St. Louis Relief 
Administration, to amend the ‘/pend- 


ing relief appropriation bill so that 
the $606,000 which remains in the 
relief bond issue fund may be used 
this month and next, if needed. 

The bill, as amended, will ap 
propriate $147,000 for October, the 
same amount for November, and 
$165,000 as an emergency fund to 
be drawn on as needed. Another 
$147,000 will be held, subject to fu- 
ture appropriation. — 

Connett and Byrns have main- 
tained that the entire $606,000 will 
be required to meet October and 
November relief needs. As-orig- 
inally drawn the appropriation bill 
provided for allotments of $147,000 
to the relief committee for each of 
the last three months of the year, 
and set up the emergency fund ap- 
propriation of $165,000. 

There was no discussion at yes- 
terday’s meeting of how money for 
relief might be raised when the 
remaining bond issue funds are ex- 
hausted. A campaign to collect de- 
linquent taxes has been suggested. 
The State is expected to appropri- 
ate money for relief, but the Legis- 
lature will not meet until January 
and it is thought that State funds 
will not be available until March. 

A delegation representing the St. 
Louis Workers’ Alliance, organiza- 
tion of the unemployed, called at 
the City Hall today before the meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen and 
conferred with Alderman Joseph B. 
Schweppe, chairman of the board's 
relief committee, and Alderman 
Michael J. Scott, vice-president of 
the board. 

Joe Morris, leader of the unem- 
ployed group, told the Aldermen 
they were worried about how the 
relief problem would be met by the 
city this winter. Schweppe told 
him of the pending appropriation 
bill for the next two months and 
assured him that more money would 
be provided if needed. 

Morris presented his organiza- 
tion’s demands that the city pro- 
vide $350,000 a month for relief; 
grant relief to single persons who 
have been cut from the _ relief 
rolls, and provide milk and clothes 
for children. In addition, Morris 
renewed the demand that a repre- 
sentative of the unemployed be giv- 
en a place on the St. Louis Relief:

“Since no sales were made, it is 
obvious that the President’s son 
did nothing illegal, and so far as

Says Beer Was Sold in Kansas 
Without Restriction as to 
Alcoholic Content. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—-Edward E. 
Blake, national chairman of the 
Prohibition party, today charged 
Gov. Alf M. Landon of Kansas with 
having “abrogated the Constitu- 
tion” of his State by “permitting 
the brewers to sell beer all over 
Kansas without any restriction as 
to alcoholic content.” 

“Tearing the dry mask from Lan- 
don,” he said in a statement, “and 
definitely placing him as a wet will 
result in a greatly enlarged prohi- 
bition vote for D. Leigh Colvin 
(Prohibition party presidential can- 
didate).

The clerk, who observed he must 
have been appointed by mistake as 
he bore the same name as a rela- 
tive who was allied with the ma- 
chine; served in the First Ward. As 
goon as he appeared, he said, he 
was subjected to threats of bodily 
harm. Money was offered him to 
resign; even his family urged him 
to withdraw. His employer, a small 
wholesaler, stood guard over him 
for two hours. 

Getting His Orders. 


But his real difficulties began, 
he related, when he attempted to 
canvass with his Democratic col- 
league. Feeling that there were re- 
peaters at a small hotel where 90 
had registered, he protested when 
his companion started to read a 
list of names to the desk clerk, 
pointing out the proper procedure 
would be to require the clerk to 
announce who lived there. 

The two officials decided to set- 
tle the matter at the offices of the 
Board of Election Commissioners. 
On the way, the young Republic- 
an stopped to notify his employ- 
er. When he arrived at the of- 
fices, taking 15 minutes to do 50, 
he observed that a Democratic boss 
in that precinct was already in 
conference* with one of the com- 
missioners, who at once ordered 
the Republican clerk to obey the 
instructions of his Democratic 
companion, stating that the Demo- 
crat’s method of canvassing was 
correct. 


When the young man protested 
that he desired to consult a Re- 
publican commissioner, he was told, 
he said, that he was talking to 
one. When he continued. to pro- 
test he was ordered to turn in his 
verification book. Upon refusing 
to do so he was placed under ar- 
rest, threatened with a charge of 
“failure to complete a canvass.” 
Confused and alarmed, the young 
official resigned and no charge 
was lodged against him. 
Employer Arrested. 

But within an hour the employ- 
er who had befriended him was 
arrested on a charge of failing to 
pay his last year’s merchants’ tax. 
The employer told the writer he 
was taken by deputy sheriffs to 
the courthouse, forced to undress, 
given a bath, and then arraigned 
within a few hours before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace. He made bond 
of $500 and his trial—for operat- 
ing without a tax—has been set in 
Circuit Court for Nov. 5, the da 
after the national election. 
The merchant explained to the 
writer. he was endeavoring to have 


never paid more than $35 previ- 
ously yet was being asked to pay 
about $180 on an assessment of 
$18,000. Ill health and other re- 
verses had depleted his stock to 
less than $2000, he said, and the 
appearance of his establishment 
bore out his statement. 

As the clerk and the employer 
told their experiences a letter was 
delivered which added to the 
strange coincidences of mishaps 
befalling the employer at this time.

Park in Jefferson City by 
Fred E. Whitten, president of the 
Citizens’ League of Kansas City, 
that the registration in Kansas 
City was padded by the names of 
60,000 illegal voters, Bellemere said 
Whitten “has not made any com- 
plaint to the Blection Board of any 
illegal registrations.” 

“If Mr. Whitten has knowledge 
of any irregularities he should sub- 
mit it to the Election Board in-' 
stead of Gov. Park,” Bellemere 
said. 

Bellemere said Whitten had ob- 
tained data from the Election 
Board, but asserted that he had 
not made any specific chatge of 
illegal registration to the board in 
his knowledge.

Whitten told the Governor, “we 
have had absolutely no co-opera- 
tion from the Election Board in 
our investigation.” Bellemere said 
every courtesy had been extended 
to persons seeking registration data 
and said the Election Board has as- 
sisted the Jackson County Repub- 
lican Campaign Committee. to ob- 
tain complete information about 
the registration. 


The Republican committee, Belle- 
mere said, had installed photostatic 
machines in a rear room of the 
election commissioners’ offices and 
had been allowed to make photo- 
static copies of the registration 
books to facilitate their own can- 
vass of voters. 


“No provision is made in the law 
for a re-canvass of voters,” Belle- 
mere said. The procedure being 
followed, he said, is investigation 
by the Election Board of each spe- 
cific charge of illegal registration 
and if any are found to be fraud- 
ulent or otherwise irregular, they 
are stricken from the polls. 


As to Whitten’s charge that 60,- 
000 names were on the books il- 
legally, Bellemere said that up to 
yesterday approximately 675 names 
allegedly registered illegally have 
been presented to the election com- 
missioners for investigation. Of 
this number, he said approximate- 
ly 180 have been found by the 
board to be irregular and will be 
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stricken off. 


COMMUNISM CHARGE REJECTED 
BY ROCK RIVER METHODISTS

Accusation Against Dr. H. F. Ward | | 


Signed by Only One Instead 

of Five Ministers. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 9. — The Rock 
River Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church declined yester- 
day to consider charges that the 
Rev. Dr. Harry F. Ward violated 
his ordination vows by “communal 
teachings.” 

Dr. Ward is president of the 


American League Against War and 
Fascism, a professor in the Union 
Theological Seminary in New York 
and a member of the First Metho- 
dist Church of Evanston, Ill. 

Heeding the advice of Bishop 
Ernest Lynn Waldorf, the Commit- 
tee on Procedure decided against 
taking action by voting to keep dis- 
cussion of the case from the floor. 

The charges were made by the 
Rev. R. G. Smith of Pryor, Ok., 
and. were based on statements of 
Dr. Ward as former executive sec- 
retary of the Methodist Federation 
of Social Service and as an inde- 
pendent journalist. 


“The Rev. Mr. Smith’s charges of 
imprudent and unministerial con- 
duct represent Dr. Ward as ‘con- 
sorting with and aiding Commun- 
ists,” a summary issued by the 
conference set forth. “Among the 
principal accusations are that Dr. 
Ward has taught the ‘social or com- 
munal ownership of property’ and 
that such teaching is ‘repugnant to 
the teachings of Moses, Jesus Christ 
andi the Holy Apostles.’” 

A conference spokesman said an 
accusation of that type would have 
to be signed by five clergymen to 
warrant an investigation.

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51. LOUIS PERMANENT 
REGISTRATION BILL 


Measure of C. of C. and Other 
Organizations Submitted to 
Mayor’s Committee. 


A permanent registration bill for 
St. Louis, prepared by the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce’s young men’s division, 
with the assistance of other organi- 
zations, was presented to a special 
committee, named by Mayor Dick- 
mann to draft a-bill for introduc- 
tion in the Legislature next Janu- 
ary, at a meeting yesterday at City 
Hall. 

The bill is similar to that offered 
unsuccessfully at the last session 
of the Legislature and will be re- 
vised further by the Mayor’s com- 
mittee which will meet again at 4 
o’clock next Thursday afternoon in 
the chambers of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service. 

Provisions of Bill. 

As presented yesterday, the meas- 
ure provides for administration 
largely through a chief clerk at a 
salary of $4000 a year appointed by 
the Board of Election Commission- 
ers named by the Governor, mem- 
bers of which would receive $3000 
a year. The Election Board, as at 
present, would be composed of two 
Democrats and two Republicans, 
but one Democrat and one Repub- 
lican would be appointed each two 
years for four-year terms so two 
experienced members always would 
be in office and each Governor, 
after the first, would appoint only 
half the board. 

. Assistants and other employes 
would be selected on a merit basis 
‘after competitive examinations. 
|Election judges and clerks would 
| be appointed by the chief clerk. 

| Registration would be conducted 
at the office of the board through- 
out the year during the business 
day except during periods immedi- 
ately before elections. In the dis- 
cretion of the board, other places 
|might be designated for registra- 
tion when necessary. 

Requirement for Voters. 

No registered voter would be re- 
quired to register again so long as 
he continued to reside at the ad- 
dress for which he was regis- 
tered, unless his registration was 
canceled for specific reasons set 
out, including failure to vote at 
least once in two years. When a 
registered voter changed his ad- 
dress, he would be permitted to 
transfer by sending the board an 
application bearing his signature 
which could be compared to his 
signature obtained when he first 
registered. 

Before voting each person would 
be required to sign a certificate 
stating his identity as the person 
registered and bearing his signa- 
ture. He would be permitted to 
vote only after a judge and clerk 
compared the signature with that 
in the registration records. 

A census of all residents of the 
city more than 19 years old must be 
made by the board each two years, 
in even numbered years, following 
which registration rolls would be 
revised.

Asks: ‘‘Will New Deal Default 
On Them As It Did the 
Gold Promises ?’’ 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 9. — De- 
claring “nobody knows” what the 
Roosevelt administration will do if 
retained in office, Col. Frank Knox, 
Republican vice-presidential nomi- 
née, asked last night, “Will it de- 
fault on the promises in Govern- 
ment bonds?” 

“It defaulted on the gold prom- 
ises,” he said, “in $20,000,000,000 of 
bonds.” 

Knox raised the question in an 
address before a Republican rally. 
In another phase of his attack he 
asserted that every Democratic 


President of the past, “from Thomas 
Jefferson to Woodrow Wilson,” 
would have “walked out” on the 
New Deal. 

“After three and a half years of 
waste, of experimentation, of regi- 
mentation and of failure,” he de- 
clared, “this administration comes 
to the American people and asks 
approval. What does it offer? No- 
body knows. If it is given approval, 
what will it do? 

“Will it establish another NRA? 
Will it establish another AAA?” 

His Idea of Basic Issue. 

Knox declared the basic issue of 
the campaign to be “what kind of 
government we want,” saying it is 
“not a campaign between the Re- 
plblican party and the Democratic 
party.” Then he asserted: 

“If Grover Cleveland were alive, 
I know in my heart he would re- 
pudiate the New Deal. From Thom- 
as Jefferson to Woodrow Wilson, 
there was never .a Democratic 
President but would have repudi- 
ated the measures of this adminis- 
tration. Those great men would 
have walked out, too.” 

That the Roosevelt administra- 
tion “willfully” undertook to sup- 
press the rights of the American 
citizens “to free enterprise and 
personal liberty” was another 
charge Knox made before his au- 
dience. 

“By propaganda, by Govern- 
mental coercion, and by gifts of 
other people’s money,” he declared, 
“it has attempted to force the peo- 
ple to abandon these immemorial 
rights. And in this attempt it de- 
layed recovery and increased the 
miseries of a distressed people. 

“You don’t want any more of 
such a government. You cannot 
afford to have such a government.” 

Charges Smoke _ Screen. 

In Wilmington, Del., in the after- 
noon Knox charged that. adminis- 
tration leaders were raising a 
smoke screen to hide his repeated 
charges that insurance policies and 
savings were imperiled by Govern- 
ment fiscal policies. 

“JT was answered by the Presi- 
dent,” Knox said in an address, re- 
ferring to Mr. Roosevelt’s Pitts- 
burgh speech, “but he knew better.” 

“One of the arguments advanced 
to defend the administration’s poli- 
cies was that no banks had closed 
in the last fiscal year. | 

“Throughout the whole inflation- 
ary period in Germany, not a Ger- 
man bank closed its doors. Every 
insurance policy was paid, too, but 
in what? In currency destroyed by 
Government inflation. When it 
ended, a hundred million mark note 
wouldn’t pay postage on a_ iletter 
sent from one side of Berlin to the 
other.”

Jacobs, director of the extension 
service of the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association, has ended a 10-day 
survey of tuberculosis work here. 

There should be a concerted pro- 
gram to reduce the present Negro 
death rate of 240 persons for each 
100,000 population to the white level 
of below 50, he said. Another im- 
portant problem is finding. tubercu- 
losis cases in their early, curable 
stages, he said. Of the 990 cases 
reported to the Health Department 
last year, more than half were re- 
ported after or within six months 
of death. 

“Tuberculosis can usually be 
cured when it is apprehended in 
its early stages,” the speaker said. 
“Besides, early discovery gives more 
protection to other members of the 
patient's family.” 


PERMANENT RESETTLEMENT 
AGENCY URGED BY TUGWELL 


Says Government Aid Would Be 
Necessary “Normally” for 1,000,- 
000 Farm Famnulilies. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Saying 
governmental assistance would be 
necessary “normally” for about 1,- 
000,000 farm families of low income, 
Rexford G. Tugwell expressed hope 
yesterday that his Resettlement Ad- 
thinistration would become a regu- 
lar part of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment. 

Tugwell is Under-Secretary of 
Agriculture as well as chief of the 
Resettlement agency, which ‘was 
set up by President Roosevelt to 
act until next June 30 and which so 
far has spent a total estimated by 
its officials at $174,000,000, 

In an interview, Tugwell said he 
had not asked “permanent status” 
for the Resettlement Administra- 
tion because he thought it func- 
tioned best as a flexible emergency 
agency. ‘ 

If made a part of the Agriculture 
Department, he added, it would be 
comparable in status to the Agricul- 
ture Adjustment Administration, 
which has directed the crop con-

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ALDERMAN OFFERS 
ANTHFIREWORKS BILL 


Another Proposes Sliding City 
Tax on Admissions to 
Theaters. 


A bill which would prevent sale 
or discharge of fireworks of any 
sort in St. Louis at any time, unless 
for “pyrotechnical displays” or cer- 
tain other public purposes, was in- 
troduced at a meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen today by Alderman 
William J. Warnick of the Twenty- 
eighth Ward. 

Warnick said the purpose of the 
measure, which would punish an 
offender by a fine of $5 to $50, was 
to prevent injuries from fireworks, 
particularly to children on July 4. 
He said similar laws were in effect 
in other cities. 

The measure would permit public 
displays of fireworks under respon- 
sible auspices and their use in thea- 
tricals and sports events. Dis- 
plays would be permitted at amuse- 
ment parks or fairs on issuance of 
permits by the Board of Public 
Service, 

Alderman Charles Routledge of 
the Second Ward introduced a bill 
which would establish a sliding 
scale of taxes on admissions to 
theaters as follows: Tax of 1 cent 
on each admission costing from 25 
to 49 cents; 2 cents on admissions 


from 50 to 99 cents; 5 cents on those 


from $1 to $1.99; 10 cents on those 
above $1.99. 

The bill would not apply to per- 
formances given for charitable pur- 
poses. It would require theaters 
to make reports of their receipts to 
the City Comptroller. Similar bills, 
introduced heretofore, have failed 
of passage. 
City automobile licenses would be 
issued on the basis of the calen- 
dar year rather than for the year 
beginning Feb. 1, under a bill intro- 
duced by Alderman George Byrne 
of the Eighteenth Ward. Issuance | 
of State licenses already has been 
placed on the calendar year basis. 
Under Byrne’s proposal the city li- 
censes would be issued as usual, be- 
ginning next Feb. 1, but would be 
only for 11 months and would cost 
only eleven-twelfths of the total. 

A bill introduced by Alderman 
‘Joseph Hastey of the Fifteenth 
Ward would change from a residen- 
tial to a commercial district the 
southwest corer of Grand boule- 
vard and Flora place for a distance 
of 200 feet west on Flora place. This 
property is a vacant lot. 

Limitation of parking on Wash- 
ington avenue between Twelfth 
boulevard and Highteenth strc:st to 
one hour would be established by 
a bill introduced by Alderman Jo’ n 
J. O'Connor of the Fourth Ward. 
Such limitation already ap;lies as 
to Washington east of Twc'fth.

A balanced budget for the past 
three years and radically increased 
expenditures for public education 
were among the achievements listed 
by Gov. Henry Horner of Illinois 
at East St. Louis last night in a 
campaign speech for re-election. 

The Democratic candidate, stump- 
ing the downstate cities, appeared 
before a crowd of more than 5000 
at Ainad Tempie. 

Declaring that he would not at- 
tempt to answer = his opponents, 
William Hale Thompson of the 
Union party and C. Wayland 


Brooks, Republican, “until they get 
down to specific statements,” the 
Governor held closely to an outline 
of his own actions as Illinois’ chief 
executive after beginning his ad- 
dress with an appeal for support 
of President Roosevelt. 

“I won't say I’m the greatest 
Governor the State has ever had,” 
he said. “I’m just a normal fel- 
low. But I do know that as Gov- 
ernor of Illinois the last four years 
I’ve done a darned good job.” 

Recalling that when he took 
office the State finances were in a 
depressed condition, he said the ad- 
ministration not only had operated 
on a balanced budget the past three 
years, but also had: 

Spent $53,000,000 on education, 
as compared with $27;000,000 in 
the preceding administration of 
Republican Gov.

Hopeful but not confident of vic- 
tory, Head Coach Cecil Mueller- 
leile of St. Louis University this 
morning led a squad of 35 Billikens 
to Chicago where, tomorrow, they 
will engage the Golden Avalanche 
of Marquette University in the four- 
teenth football game between the 
two schools. The game, played for 
the benefit of Catholic charitable 
organization, is expected to attract 
a crowd of 70,000 to: Soldier Field. 

Of the 13 games played thus far, 
Marquette has won eight, the Billi- 
kens three and two have been 
played to a tie. In the last three 
years, Marquette has won but, in 
no contest were the Billikens out- 
classed. Four years ago, the score 
was 21 to 6; in 1934 it was 1. to 
0 and, last year, Marquette, with 
a last minute rally, won 20 to 13. 

There is little to choose between 
the teams so far as weight is con- 
cerned. St. Louis will have _ the 
heavier line by a pound or two a 
man but this slight advantage is 
more than erased by the weight- 
edge possessed by Marquette backs. 
The four Marquette starters will 
average 10 pounds a man more 
than their Billiken opponents. 

Veteran Backfields. 

It is upon the backfield that 
Marquette must depend for success 
against St. Louis, for it is fairly 
certain that the St. Louis forward 
wall is as good if not a little bit 
better. Two sophomores have 
places in'the Marquette line while 
only one, Gorman at center, appears 
in Muellerleile’s combination. All 
the backs of both teams are 
veterans. 

Both Marquette and the Billikens 
have flashy running attacks with 
Buivid, captain of the Avalanche, 
and the Guepe twins leading for the 
Milwaukee school and Shea, Kloep- 
per and Drone heading the St. 
Louis attack on the ground. Buivid 
is regarded as one of the best backs 
in the nation with the Guepes only 
slightly behind him in speed and 
general efficiency. Marquette also 
possesses a passing attack and 
completed nearly 50 per cent of its 
tries in last Saturday’s battle with 
the Badgers of Wisconsin. But it 
was the running offense which was 
the more effective despite the com- 
pletion of so many passes. 


The absence of Ward Cuff, regu- 
lar Marquette fullback and the 
team’s best kicker, may make a big 
difference in the result of the game. 
Cuff is an allround player. Besides 
kicking, he accepts a pass now and 
then and also is used when short 
yardage is needed. He is an excel- 
lent blocker. The chances are Al 
Guepe, 18 pounds lighter than Cuff, 
will be-in Cuff’s place against the 
Billikens. Cuff broke his foot 
against Wisconsin.

WILSON BEATS 

ITALIAN, WHO 
DEFEATED HIM 
~ IN OLYMPICS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—An echo of 
the 1936 Olympic boxing contests 
was heard here last night when 
Jackie Wilson defeated Ulderico 
Sergo, of Italy, in three rounds as 


one of the features of an Interna- 
tional boxing program presented by 
Mike Jacobs, 

Wilson, a Cleveland Negro, lost 
the Olympic championship on a de- 
cision in Berlin which attracted al- 
most as much attention as the fir- 
ing of Mrs. Eleanor Holm Jarrett. 

And if last night’s bout was any- 
thing like the one in Berlin there 
is no wonder there was a furore 
over it. Even up to this morning 
Sergo had ndét hit Wilson and 
Jackie, a long, lean bantamweight, 
filled the Italian’s face full of a 
glove encased in which was a left 
hand. 

Sergo, shorter than Wilson, who 
is probably one of the tallest ban- 
tamweights in the world, and with 
a shorter reach, just couldn't lo- 
cate Jackie, who pummelled him at 
will with his left hand, 

And in the third round, Wilson 
shifted to a right hand attack and 
for a moment it appeared that he 
would knock out the Olympic 
champion. He didn’t, however, but 
his margin of victory was so great 
as to be almost laughable. 

The only flaw in the triumph was 
that Wilson weighed 120% pounds, 
2% pounds over the bantamweight 
limit, while Sergo scaled 118%. 

Partly as a result of Wilson's tri- 
umph, the American boxers out- 
scored their European rivals 6-4 in 
the two-day series. They won two 
apiece Wednesday and last night 
the home forces topped the Italians 
three times in five bouts, then set- 
tled the argument against the last 
Hungarian entry. In the final and 
deciding: bout, Abner Powell, New 
York Negro heavyweight, stopped 
Ferenc Nagy of Hungary in the 
third round, 

The other winners: 122-pounds, 
Gavino, Matta, Italy, who whipped 
Frank Dimarco, New York; 135- 
pounds, Joseph Kelly, Nantichoke, 
Pa., who defeated Marin Facchin, 
Italy; 160-pounds, William Skinner, 
New York, who beat Augusta Bon- 
adio, Italy; 175-pounds, Luigi Mu- 
sina, Italy, who beat Charles Jack- 
son, New York.

Thoroughly incensed, Detton 
climbed back in and gave Gorgeous

MEXICO TO DIVIDE 
MORE PLANTATIONS 
AMONG WORKERS 


145,000 Acres in Laguna 
District to Be Split Into 
Small Farms. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., Oct. 9.—Large 
plantations of Mexico’s rich Lagu- 
na area, it is announced here, will 
be divided into small farms and al- 
lotted to workers. 

Departing for Michoacan, Presi- 


dent Lazaro Cardenas decreed that 
145,000 acres of the region—richest 
in Mexico—be divided into farms 
of a maximum of 360 acres. 
Cardenas’ intention to go ahead 
with the plan, under discussion for 
some time, aroused predictions in 
some sources that Mexico would be 
forced to import cotton from the 


years. 

The Government promised facili- 
ties of the Farm Industrial Bank 
will be used to prevent any crop 
loss, but observers recalled sharp 
decrease in production when Yuca- 
tan and Henequen haciendas simi- 
larly were broken up. They fore- 
cast the likelihood of greatly re- 
duced cotton output in Laguna next 
year. 


LEFTISTS IN PERU BARRED 
FROM BALLOT, FASCISM ISSUE 


Former Premier Flores Hailed as 
“Supreme Chief” by Blackshirts; 
areeted With Salute. 

By the Associated Press. 

LIMA, Peru, Oct. 9.—Four presi- 
dential candidates are campaigning 
vigorously for Sunday’s’ general 


election which may result in a 
Fascist government for Peru. 

With the Leftist Aprista party 
barred from the ballot, the choice 
lay among four center or right 
wing candidates in the nation’s 
first presidential election in five 
years. 

At the extreme right is the revo- 
lutionary Union party, whose stand- 
ard bearer is former Premier Luis 
A. Flores. Dr. Flores is called the 
“supreme chief” by his blackshirted 
followers, who greet him with the 
Fascist salute. The party is strong- 
ly opposed to the present govern- 
ment of Dr. Oscar Benavides. 

Speculation centered on the pos- 
sibility that many of the Aprista 
votes might go to Luis Antonio 
Eguiguren, former speaker of the 
Assembly who is the candidate of 
the new Social Democratic party. 
Dr. Equiguren has campaigned 
on a platform of “full liberty for 
all.” 

Between Flores and Eguiguren

Senator Asserts They Have 
Broken Depression, As- 
sails Knox for Statement 
On Insurance Values.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Ogden lL. 
Mills, former Secretary of the Trea- 
sury in the Hoover administration, 
asserted last night the Government 
had “lost control over the spend- 


ing machine it has created,” while 
Senator J. W. Bailey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, defended the Roosevelt 
policies. Both spoke before’ the 
Life Underwriters Association of 
the City of New York. 

Mills asserted the administration 
“doesn’t want to stop spending or 
doesn’t know how. My own opinion 
is that it has neither the will nor 
the ability.” 

Bailey, saying that under New 
Deal policies the depression had 
been broken, declared the admin- 
istration intended to “keep on” fol- 
lowing those policies “with no 
apologies to Mae West or Col. 
Knox (Col. Frank Knox, Repub- 
lican Vice-Presidential candidate.)” 

If Knox should be elected, Bailey 
added, he would be “greeted by 70 
Democratic Senators and 15 Pro- 
gressive Republicans (or Republic- 
an New Dealers) who will be hap- 
py to play with him the _ great 
American game of knock Knox, tne 
distinguished insurance company 
knocker.” 

Address by Mills. 

After saying life insurance was 
“one of the most popular and wide- 
spread forms of saving,” Mills de- 
clared the w&uld-be saver was un- 
der “a terrific handicap,” with 
Federal, state and local taxes tak- 
ing almost 20 per cent of the na- 
tional income. 

“We are told,” he said, “that the 
high cost of government is due to 
relief needs. But this does not 
account for an increase of several 
hundred million dollars in the or- 
dinary routine expenditures of the 
long-established departments of 
government. 

““Tor does it explain why the 
more business conditions improve, 
and the greater the employment, 
the more the Federal Government 
finds it necessary to spend on so- 
called relief and recovery. 

“Tl have studied the budget fig- 
ures. Ex-Comptroller-General Mc- 
Carl is right when he says that ex- 
penditures can and should be re- 
duced by at least a billion dollars. 
If there were the slightest will to 
save, this and more could be done, 
and done without in any way cur- 
tailing the benefits of those en- 
titled to relief.” 

His Version of Conditions. 

After reviewing the fiscal situa- 
tion he summarized the picture as 
follows: 

“1. A chronically unbalanced bua- 
get, with no immediate prospect of 
arresting the torrent of expendi- 
tures. 

“2. A Federal tax system which, 
because of its reliance on indirect 
taxes, conceals from the mass of 
the people the real weight of the 
burden, and thus denies to the Gov- 
ernment: the brake which public 
opinion would otherwise apply. 

“3. Deficits financed by the man- 
ufacture of bank credit. 

“4. Thirteen billion dollars of 
such. artificial credit already in ex- 
istence. 

“5. Bank reserves largely in ex- 
cess of legal requirements,  invit- 
ing a further expansion of bank 
credit. 

“6. Extraordinarily easy money, 
artificially produced. 

“7, A monetary policy based upon 
no definite convictions or princi- 
ples. 

“8. A long-delayed business _ re- 
covery, ready to cloak an inflation- 
ary movement until it gathers real 
momentum. 

“Add them all together,” Mills 
continued, “and there would appear 
to be the material fora grand pbon- 
fire. 

“Add them all together, and the 
case for. Federal retrenchment and 
the balancing of the Federal bua- 
get is overwhelming.” 

Bailey's Defense of New Deal. 

Bailey said that in 1931, 1932 and 
1933, “millions of your policy-hold- 
ers were unable to pay their pre 
miums. They were canceling pol- 
icies, demanding cash surrender 
value and borrowing to such an ex- 
tent that disaster was threatened.” 
Also, he added, “not a few” were 
committing suicide. 

“In 1934, 1935 and 1936, they have 
not only been taking out $25,000,- 
000,000 of new insurance, not only 
they been paying their premiums, 
they have also been paying back 
their policy loans by the tens of

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 9.—The 
crew of the freighter Ohioan, 
wedged on the beach near Seal 
Rocks, was removed by Coast Guard 


surf bcats today while hundreds of 
spectators watched the rescue. 

Only licensed officers and two 
cooks were left on the vessel, pin- 
ioned amidships by a jagged rock. 

The Coast Guard boats ap- 
proached the Ohioan through heavy 
seas to remove the sailors and their 
baggage. 

Salvage operations were to start 
in attempts tc save the  vessel’s 
1500-ton cargo before the craft is 
pounded to pieces by heavy waves. 
Maritime men believe there is lit- 
tle chance of dragging the Ohioan 
off the beach, where several other 
ships have been lost. 

The crew slept on deck last night 
while huge combers dashed against 
the vessel. The crew had been left 
aboard to prevent the Ohioan and 
its cargo from becoming a “prize” 
under maritime salvage laws.

At the head of the staff of Democratic bosses now 
in power is, of course, Postmaster-General Farley, the 
President’s trigger-man and patronage dispenser. Mr. 
Farley is the Field Marshal, the magter tactician. 
While he directs activities at Washington, his gen- 
erals in various parts of the country direct the com- 
bat forces in the field. 

Let’s have a look at some of these bosses: . 
Gen. Joe Guffey of Pennsylvania, Upon him and 
his able assistant, Jack Kelly, rest the Democratic 
hopes of carrying this highly im t State in the 
presidential election. Boss Guffey, borrowing the 
methods used so long by the Vare-Penrose school in 
the Keystone State, has risen rapidly. From a humble 
beginning in 1921, Guffey’s machine was strong enough 
by 1928 to roll up a million votes for Al Smith. 
Pennsylvania went Republican by a small margin in 
1932, but upset tradition by going Democratic in 
1934, sending Guffey to the United States Senate, the 
first Democrat so honored in 50 years. 
Guffey was indicted in 1922 on a charge of using 
in his own affairs $406,001 interest on funds col- 
lected while he was Sales Director of the Alien 
Property Custodian’s office. The indictment was 
nolle-prossed in 1930. Numerous allegations of 
graft in the use of WPA funds in Pennsylvania 
have been made, but so far all attempts at investi- 
gation have been balked. Recently, these charges 
have been renewed, along with others that the 
machine in Pennsylvania is coercing WPA workers 
to vote the Democratic ticket. 
Gen. James H. Curley of Massachusetts. 
long and odorous record in Massachusetts is a matter 
of common knowledge. As the Post-Dispatch said 
last June, his machine “is probably the most sinister 
political force in America today, the most ruthless, 
the most arrogant.” Curley’s dictatorship resembles 
that of the late Senator Huey P. Long in Louisiana. 
Mayor of Boston for several terms, Gen. Curley 
is now Governor. His administration has been noted 
for an orgy of spending, for numerous brazen acts 
in defiance of decent opinion. At the Democratic 
convention this year, Curley was represented by a 
parade of armed men, the first time in history that 
men bearing arms have so appeared. 
Gens. Edward J. Kelly and Pat Nash of Chicago. 
These two bosses, whose past careers are no subject 
for nursery ‘tales, took a bad beating at the primary, 
when their candfdate for Governor was defeated by 
the incumbent. They also suffered by the recent 
passage of a permanent registration law which will 
deprive the Kelly-Nash machine, as one of the leaders 
said in an amazing burst of candor, of 250,000 votes. 
But Gens. Kelly and Nash have a way of subordinat- 
ing rivalries and disappointments to business at 
hand, and there is no reason to believe that they will 
not be on deck in November to do Jim Farley’s 
bidding. 
Gen. Ed Crump of Tennessee. Ed is a boss of the 
rustic pattern, to whom politics is not only a joy, but 
a mathematical exercise. We pointed out last June 
that his admirers believe him to be the most efficient 
of all the bosses. “If 14,863 votes are called for, then 
14,863 votes will be cast, no more and no less. It is 
said of him that he votes the Negroes by the truck- 
load and, if anything goes wrong with his calcula- 
tions, corrections can be made throfigh the returns 
from the remote mountain districts in the Hastern 
end of the State, where the result is largely deter- 
mined by the man with the best imagination.” In 
Memphis, where Ed has his headquarters, the New 
Deal can be sure of an amazing majority in November. 
Gen. Jim Dooling of New York, Dooling, the city- 
slicker type, is the present head of Tammany, whose 
political manners and methods hardly require elabora- 
tion. Owing to the assiduous wooing of Field Marshal 
Farley, Dooling and Tammany have been brought 
into line for the New Deal, which they have had 
reason to dislike in recent years. One of the notable 
services of Farley to Dooling was to rush through 
two new Federal judgeships for the Southern District 
of New York just before the adjournment of Con- 
gress. 
Gen. Frank L. Hague of New Jersey. Hague, a poli- 
ticlan of the old-fashioned, hard-boiled school, bit- 
terly opposed Mr. Roosevelt’s nomination, but, like 
Dooling, was brought into line by soothing ministra- 
tions of the Field Marshal.

SECRETARY SWANSON’S INDISCRETION. 
All Americans agree that the blusterings and 
threats of Europe's dictators are bringing that con- 
tinent closer to war with each incendiary utterance. 
It has been reassuring to note the moderation with 
which our own leaders in the field of foreign policy 
have viewed and commented on developments abroad. 
An exception must now be noted. Secretary of the 
Navy Swanson approaches the rhetorical territory of 
the Buropean firebrands when he makes such a state- 
ment as this: “Fortifications are intended to answer 
fortifications. One menace must be met by another 
menace.” 
The comment was made in connection with the 
subject of fortifications in the Pacific, on which a 
building holiday had been declared by the now 
terminated Washington Treaty. It obviously refers 
to Japan. Does not Mr. Swanson realize that by 
such an injudicious utterance he gives aid and com- 
fort to the Japanese military party? These militarists 
are ever on the alert for any development abroad 
that may be used as an excuse for seeking a greater 
Japanese army and navy and greater fortifications. 
This statement by the American Secretary of the 
Navy furnishes excellent propaganda for urging a 
more warlike attitude on the part of Japan. 
Mr. Swanson also offers a new and wholly unac- 
ceptable definition of American policy in his state- 
ment. The people as a whole approve the mainte- 
nance of a military and naval establishment requisite 
to defend the country against possible danger. They 
will never approve military construction designed as 
a “menace” to any other country. America desires 
only peace, and has no ambitions for aggression and 
conquest such as motivate the European orators. An 
official who speaks of an intention to “menace” 
another people simply misrepresents public opinion.

The students were told that “before centralization 
of government can be established, the Constitution 
will have to be destroyed; before human liberty, free 
speech and religious freedom can perish on this con- 
tinent, the Constitution must first perish; before the 
voice of the people in government can be silenced, 
the Constitution must be torn in shreds.” 
Here we have, in Bret Harte’s Damascene line, “the 
saber-cuts of Saxon speech.” Back of that Borah style 
are shelves of books conned and thumbed and pos- 
sessed. Communion is here encountered with 
Chaucer, Milton, Addison—with the whole company 
of spokesmen who have established the sovereignty 
of Shakespeare’s tongue. Here is pellucid prose. 
But in addition to the sterling analysis, imagina- 
tion’s golden touch was invoked. Having read the 
Constitution as an expression of political philosophy, 
the students were charged to “lift yourselves from 
its technical 'and legal worth into that spiritual 
realm where you hear the cathedral music of great 
deeds.”

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DR. HUDSON ON THE WORLD COURT. 

The election of Dr. Manley O. Hudson, professor 
of international law at Harvard University, as a 
Judge of the Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice is an admirable choice by the electing bodies, the 
League of Nations’ Assembly and Council. On the 
basis of knowledge, experience and sincerity, no bet- 
ter selection could have been made. 

Dr. Hudson is a world-renowned authority on inter- 
national juridical affairs. His many books on the 
subject and the demand for his articles and lectures 
testify to the high standing he enjoys in this field. 
His service on the Permanent Court of Arbitration 
and in innumerable League and international con- 
ference activities has given Dr. Hudson a rich back- 
ground of practical experience, If one adds to this 
his earnest convictions on the need for world co- 
operation and his untiring labors in its behalf, the 
wisdom of choosing him for a World Court judgeship 
becomes plain.

word “recovery” a lot recently—usually 

in combination with other words like 
“business” and “industrial.” If the diction- 
aries are right, of course, “business recovery” 
simply means the process, on the part of 
business, of “getting back.” ’ 

It’s surprising how inaccurate that phrase 
turns out to be when it is examined closely. 

Notwithstanding anything the economists 
and the statisticians may say, industry and 
trade in America will never “recover” in the 
sense that they will get back to where they 
were before the depression broke in 1929. 

Furthermore, the leaders. of American 
trade and industry don’t want that kind of 
recovery. And, in addition, the average con- 
sumer in this great country of ours would 
be a terribly disappointed man if, by some 
legerdemain, the universe in which he lives 
and buys could be turned back seven years. 

Now wait just a minute before you say 
I’m crazy. I didn’t suggest or imply that 
American industry would never prosper 
again. I said it wouldn’t get back to 1929. 
As a matter of fact, the future prosperity of 
industry depends upon its not ever going 
back. It has to go forward. And it will, 
somehow. 

In the past few weeks, I've traveled 4000 
miles in the Middle West, looking at this and 
that, and talking with a lot of people. One 
of the most impressive things about this part 
of the country is the amount of evidence to 
prove that American industry has advanced 
—on its hands and knees, if you please— 
during a period when it was presumably 
knocked out and just barely able to gasp 
for breath.

Some of the advances have been big and 
impressive. Others have only been inter- 
esting. ¢But all are important in so far as 
they indicate the dynamic rather than static 
nature of our domestic economic system. 

For instance, I rode around a lake in 
Northern Indiana in a rowboat propelled by 
an electric outboard motor. No such mo- 
tors were for sale in 1929. But a big auto- 
mobile accessory company took up the idea 
— a new product was placed on the mar-

Along a stretch of paved highway in Illi- 
nois which parallels the main line of an 
important railroad, I raced with a stream- 
lined passenger train and watched it roar 
out of sight at nearly 90 miles an hour. 
There was no such train seven years ago, 
But competition, even in severe depression, 
placed this new transportation service at the 
command of travelers by rail. - 

In Kansas, I watched huge, luxurious air 
liners winging their way westward. Those 
air liners were hardly more than a dream 
in the mind of a comparatively unknown air- 
craft builder in California when President 
Hoover began his term in the White House. 
Today, while planes in service continue to 
set new records for passenger traffic by air, 
still larger, faster and more luxurious trans- 
port ships are being projected and built. 

I walked into a little corner drug store 
in a small town in the heart of Missouri, 
and found the enterprising proprietor doing

Mark Twain had spoken the last word on the 
subject when he said that everybody talks 
about the weather ‘but nobody does anything 
about it. 

In Cleveland, I found machine-tool com- 
panies turning out industrial equipment to 
do jobs that never were done in pre-depres- 
sion days, and a newspaper editor experi- 
menting with a new process that may revo- 
lutionize the photo-engraving departments of 
all high-speed publishing plants. 

Speaking of newspapers, many important 
daily publications offer their readers today 
an assortment of news pictures flashed to 
them by wire from all parts of the world. In 
the rosiest days of the late “New Era,” the 
transmission of photographs over long dis- 
tances by electricity was still a special stunt, 
and the results in most cases were certainly 
nothing to shout about. 

This list might be prolonged almost end- 
lessly. But we do not need to know all the 
changes that have taken place in American 
industry since 1929 to understand that it has, 
in fact, changed. 

* > . 

But the fact that our economy goes for- 
ward rather than backward, and that its 
“recovery” is no simple matter of returning 
to a state of affairs that once existed, does 
pose some interesting questions. 

One‘of them is: How shall we measure 
“recovery”? Or, to put the phrase more 
clearly, how shall we measure our degree of 
prosperity? 

The commonest method is to take some 
year or group of years in the past, call it 
or them “normal” and then estimate condi- 
tions today as compared with conditions in 
the “normal” or base period. Statisticians 
find this method useful. But it has obvious 
limitations. Unless it is confined to an ex- 
tremely narrow field, such as the production 
of one particular staple commodity, we come 
up against difficulties. 

If we lump all our trade and industry to- 
gether, we know that it can no more re- 
turn to the “normal” of five or seven or 10 
years ago than a butterfly can crawl back 
into its chrysalis and become a caterpillar 
again. We have no way of comparing the 
production of shoes and airplanes and elec- 
tric refrigerators today with the production 
of those things, say, before the World War, 
because only one of the three items in our 
list was a matter of economic importance 
25 years ago. 

Perhaps it would be best for us to leave 
the question of what business on a national 
scale “ought” to be to the professional econ- 
omists and their devious ways of measuring 
the potential demand for and potential sup- 
ply of the things that go to make up what 
we call our standard of living. 

But we do know that the gap between 
these two potentials is great. We see the 
need for such things as better houses, better 
clothing, more food, more transportation and 
even more entertainment on every hand. We 
see also the idle resources of the country— 
men and money unemployed.

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The Deterioration of the Campaign 


HOUGH there are great issues 
pefore the American people, the 
ign at this stage is singu- 
ynenlightening and is tending 
ly to degenerate into a war of 
gles words.

There are, however, only three stra- 
tegic plans, and they are used in 
sii campaigns when the strategists 
reincommand. Plan No. 1 is the 
rategy of ignoring the opposition. 
Plan No. 2 is the strategy of work- 
ing up a scare. Plan No, 3 is the 
strategy of bidding for the support 
of special groups. 

All these plans are in use in this 
campaign. The Democratic strategy 
is a combination of Plan No. 1, 
which is to ignore Gov. Landon, 
and of Plan No. 3, which is to bid 
for the farmers, organized labor, 
the voters on relief and the local 
political machines which spend the 
ederal money. The Republican 
strategy is a combination of Plan 
No. 2, which is to scare the voters 
shout Reds and about inflation, 
plus Plan No. 3, which is to bid 
for the farm vote and the tariff in- 
lerests, 


Both strategies are utterly un- 
worthy of the ideals which the can- 
didates profess. They are a dis- 
tinct disservice to the public in that 
they degrade the election morally, 
intellectually and spiritually, and 
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“aa? Constitution, about centraliza- 


, about collectivism, and a di- 


rected economy, will be forgotten. 

But actually, the strategy of eva- 
sion is proving to be dangerously 
embarrassing to the Democratic 
party. For there is no question 
whatever that in a large part of the 
electorate there exists a vague but 
anxious feeling that somehow, with- 
out their intending it or having had 
a chance to pass on it, under pow- 
ers granted for an emergency, the 
general direction of American life 
is being altered. Now, feelings of 
that sort are- powerful forces in 
politics, and it is, of course, to that 
feeling that Mr. Hamilton’s Red 
scare is’ directed. 


The strategy of evasion‘is the 
very worst possible way of meeting 
that kind of attack. For the very 
fact that Mr. Roosevelt does not ex- 
pound hjs views frankly confirms 
the feeling that he is afraid to ex- 
pound them. He has made it known, 
for example, that he is dissatisfied 
with the constitutional limitations 
as the Supreme Court has interpre- 
ted them. But he is extremely eva- 
sive on the question of what he 
would like to do about it. 


As a result, everyone is free to 
guess, and his opponents are able 
to impute to him the most sinister 
designs. Surely, honesty would be 
the better policy, and honesty 
would call for a series of carefully 
considered addresses by the Presi- 
dent and his authorized spokesmen 
explaining carefully what they be- 
lieve on these basic issues, 

And what, for example, is the 
good of hiding Secretary Tugwell? 
The thing to do with Mr. Tugwell is 
to show him to the public or to ask 
for his resignation, to settle openly 
and frankly the question of what 
he believes and whether he is or is 
not the intellectual leader of the 
New Deal. But, under the strategy 
of evasion, there is an atmosphere 
of ambiguity and concealment, 
which enables the Republicans to 
make a first class bogy-man out of 
Mr. Tugwell. 


That is not smart politics, That 
is the stupidity of the strategists, 
and if Mr. Roosevelt is beaten, it 
will be because his strategy of eva- 
sion has made it possible for his 
opponents to appeal to the mob 
spirit and make a Red scare out of 
the perfectly legitimate anxieties of 
large masses of voters. The people 
are perturbed about the implica- 
tions of the New Deal, and the 
more Mr. Roosevelt refuses to dis- 
cuss those implications, the more 
perturbed they will become. 


Mr. Landon is also the victim of 
strategists. On two major counts, he 
has suffered greatly from their bad 
advice. When they adopted Plan 
No. 3 and told him to go up near 
the Canadian border and bid for 
votes, they hurt him _ grievously. 
They took the heart out of his cam- 
paign for economy and out of his 
attack upon the point where the 
Roosevelt administration is very 
vulnerable, that is, on its practice 
of distributing subsidies to pressure 
groups. And when his strategists 
pushed him into an attack on the 
reciprocal treaties, they made it al- 
most impossible for the liberal 
Democrats to support him, 

Plan No. 2, which is being oper- 
ated by Col. Knox as a scare about 
bank deposits and insurance poli- 
cies, and by Chairman Hamilton as 
a scare about Communism, may get 
somewhere if Mr. Roosevelt is so 
foolish as to cohtinue his strategy 
of evasion. But it is low politics. 
If it brought victory, it would be a 
disgraceful victory, and Mr. Landon 
as the beneficiary of it would find 
his moral authority greatly im- 
paired. 

For the best conscience of the 
American people is affronted by 
such a campaign, and far from uni- 
fying the nation and overcoming 
class divisions, a victory won by 
such methods would leave the op- 
position sullen, resentful and em- 
bittered. It would not be easy to 
conduct a government of national

Sitting on a 200-year-old chair in 
her gold-decorated living room 
where hangs a lighted oil painting 
of herself done 24 years ago, the 
one-time adviser to the lovelorn 
said: “Of course, we have modern 
women in England and on the con- 
tinent, but one can’t compare them 
with those in the days of Clara 
Bow because Europe is behind 
America in such things.

Here is what he said: ‘If we are 
directed by Washington when to 
sew and when to reap, we will soon 
want bread.’” 

He said prices of food had in- 
creased in the last year. 

“After the AAA,” he continued, 
“came the cotton control bill and 
the potato bill. What happened? 
They were withdrawn by the ad- 
ministration because r what 
happened to the AAA, it was in- 
evitable that they would be de- 
clafed unconstitutional.” 

Referring again to the AAA, he 
said the President had criticised 
Republican proposals in 1932 to 
plow up crops and kill every tenth 
dairy cow, and when “he got ‘in 
office that’s just the program he 
adopted except that he substituted 
pigs for cows.”

Brown was dismissed Aug. 5, fol-

in jail after he had been sentenced 
in the Hamm kidnaping. At that 
trial, Byron Bolton, who had con- 
fessed participating in the Hamm 
abduction, testified $25,000 of the 
ransom money was set aside for 
Brown for keeping the kidnapers 
informed of police movements. 
Brown denied connection with the 
kidnapings both during the trial

LONDON’S FIRST GAS-PROOF 
AND BOMB-PROOF BUILDING 


Air-Conditioning Ducts Lead to Con- 
crete Basement Chamber Fitted 
With Phone, Radio. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 9.—Installation of 
equipment in London’s first gas- 
proof and bomb-proof office build- 
ing has been completed. 

The safety devices were installed 
as an experiment in the three-story 


establishment of their inventors, 
where 50 persons work. 

Air-conditioning ducts run through 
the building to the basement to sets 
of air-purifiers. All windows have 
shrapnel proof shutters. 

Beneath the basement is a sub- 
terranean chamber where 10 per- 
sons can live.

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Rain and Disease Kill 
Pheasants in England 


Old Birds Washed Off Nests and: Chicks 
Drowned — Shooting Prospects Good 


on High 


Ground. 


From the Manchester Guardian. 
With the dawn of October the First 
the protection afforded by law to 
the pheasant ceases to operate. The 
prospects for pheasant shooting are 
likely to prove like: those for part- 
ridges—patchy. In some districts, 
especially on the higher ground, 
pheasants are in good supply; in 
others the pheasant crop is but 
moderate, if not distinctly poor. The 
conditions this year cannot be said 
te have favored either old or young 
birds. Continuous rain at nesting 
time washed the old birds off their 
nests, and heavy rainstorms in July 
caused the deaths of thousands of 
young chicks. Disease, too, has un- 
happily made itself apparent in 
many districts, and gapes, cramp, 
enteric and white diarrhea have 
taken toll of the birds. Good keep- 
ering appears to have been the de- 
termining factor in the better out- 
look as regards the hand-reared 
birds. It is generally reckoned that 
50 birds can be put into covert for 
100 eggs laid down, and, despite the 
increased difficulties -with which 
they have had to contend, keepers 
have apparently been able, on the 
whole, to maintain this average. 

The preparation of the choice, 
jich foods on which this luxurious 
bird is fed is personally supervised 
by the intelligent keeper. He sees 
to it that the oatmeal and the 
maize, the hard-boiled eggs, and 
the rice are carefully mixed and 
ground down to the finest dimen- 
sions. Such delicacies as custards, 
spices and sheep’s heads are added. 
The most suitable ground, general- 
ly in a folwery field facing the 
sunny South, is selected for the 
birds’ benefit. Their foster-moth- 
ers, the common hens, are as at- 
tentive to their smallest wants as 
is the gamekeeper, who from his 
well-stocked medicine chest doctors 
their several ills, and, when the 
time comes for them to be carted 
off to the woods—coops and foster- 
mothers and all—the early attention 
to their needg is, if possible, in- 
creased. They are taught to seek 
the trees for roosting purposes, well 
removed from possible harm, while 
precautions of the most elaborate 
nature are taken to ward off their 
enemies. . 

The old birds are equally the ob- 
ject of unremitting care during the 
breeding season. Most careful 
choice is made of ground for the 
pens, which are regularly moved 
about from place to place, so that 
fresh pasture land is provided from 
time to time for the birds. In each 
of these pens one cockbird is usual- 
ly run to five or six hens.. Indeed, 
in the confined state, a hen pheas- 
ant, with her passion for sitting, 
will lay over two-score eggs if the 
nests are regularly and systemat- 
ically denuded of their contents; 
while the wild birds will scarcely 
produce a quarter as many. In- 
stances of eggs being found as late 
as October are not uncommon, the 
longer period of their breeding sea- 
son, which begins in April, giving 
to pheasants an additional advan- 
tage over the more popular par- 
tridge. 

There are also fifty-odd game 


farms in the country, at nearly all 4; 


of which pheasants are reared in 
large numbers for turning down in 
coverts. It was probably the preva- 
lence of artificial breeding that 
created the idea that a pheasant is 
a bird peculiarly associated with 
the woods. Of course, the species 
enjoys woods, roosts for peference 
on trees, and enjoys the shelter of 
tall and thick growth. But the 
pheasant naturally has a peculiar 
enjoyment of wet places and is only 
less content than the partridge to 
“jug” on the ground if suitable 
perches are not available. You may 
see today in the midst of the fen 
country of South Lincolnshire, Nor- 
folk and Cambridgeshire many 
thousands of wild birds running 
about the stubbles like chickens. 
The birds are most numerous where 
not a tree exists. They roost on the 
ground, chiefly on the reedy banks 
of the fen dikes. One reason for 
the profusion of birds on treeless 
farms is that they are much safer 
from poachers. The visibility of 
the plump pheasant in a leafless 
tree on a moonlight night is the 
commonest reason for his disap- 
pearance. 
Best Shooting Grounds. 

The best results this season are 
likely to be obtained in North 
Wales, where, too, grouse and par- 
tridge shooters are enjoying good 
sport, and there should be average 
bags in Lincolnshire, particularly 
in the Kesteven division of the 
county, in Norfolk, Suffolk and 
Hampshire, in which counties is to 
be found, perhaps, the finest par- 
tridge ground in the kingdom and 
where pheasant shooting rarely lags 
far behind; on this occasion it is 
likely to be well in front. Pheasants 
are patchy in most of the northern 
counties, and particularly in Cum- 
berland, Durham and Yorkshire. 
In West Cumberland and the North- 
ern Lake district birds have done 
not badly, though they are some- 
what backward in condition. Heavy 
rainstorms have caused most of the 
losses experienced. 

In the North Riding of Yorkshire, 
and particularly in the Cleveland 
and Teesdale districts, where some 
of the best and largest estates are 
situated, the outlook is by no means 
discouraging. Indeed, the coverts 
on the big estates are said to carry 
a good crop of birds well forward 
in condition and good flyers. In 
the Mexborough and Maltby dis- 
tricts the outlook is less encourag- 
ing, heavy losses having been occa- 
sioned here. Lincolnshire keepers 
are fairly optimistic—at least aver- 
age bags are expected, with the best 
results obtaining in the Kesteven 
division. In Derbyshire, in spite of 
the presence of gapes, the outlook 
is not wholly unsatisfactory, and 
on the high ground there are some 
nice lots of birds to be seen. As 
for the Principality, the Duke of 
Westminster, Lord Howard de Wal- 
den, and Lord Harlech in Denbigh- 
shire, and Lord Powis in Montgom- 
eryshire should enjoy sport rather 
above average, while good bags 
should also be obtained in Merion- 
ethshire, in Flintshire, and in Caer- 
narvonshire.

Learn of Defeat 
When Rebel Answers Phone 


Moor, Searching House at Talavera, Hears 
Bell, Takes Up Receiver, Finds Minister 
of War’s Office Calling. 


1936. 
TALAVERA DE LA REINA, 
Spain, Oct. 9.—We left our car in 
the main square and went up an 
office building stairway crowded 
with soldiers of the Legion, and 
cluttered with telephone wires and 
rubbish of all sorts, to the head- 
quarters of Lieutenant-Colonel Juan 
Yague Blanco, commonly known as 
Lieutenant-Colonel Yague, com- 
mander at the front of all the col- 
umns of the Legion and of the reg- 
ulares, or native Moroccan troops 
now pushing on Madrid. This Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Yague is therefore a 
man whose name recurs every day 
in the news columns. Previous to 
this war he was noted as the man 
who reconquered Oviedo from the 
Asturian miners in the revolt of 
October, 1934. 

He is a Castilian, born in Soria. 
His bush of almost pure white hair 
and hig massive head give him a 
leonine appearance. He has been a 
professional soldier all his life, is 
married, has three children, one of 
whom was born after this war be- 
gan in Ceuta. He possesses the mil- 
itary medal] for his work at Oviedo. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Yague received 
us in a small room full of maps. 
He had been studying one on an 
architect’s table. He shook hands 
and immediately granted us our 
passes to go on up to the front. 

We got away about 3 o'clock, and 
with a Lieutenant from Yague’s 
staff to show us the way, started 
for the front. These local guides 


dre absolutely essential because at 
the actual front there are no sen- 
tries or posts to warn you where 
Whiteland (rebel territory) ends 
and Redland (loyalist) begins. Over 
and over again in this war automo- 
biles have blithely driven straight 
into the enemy's hands, and that’s 
another reason for the many rid- 
dled, bombed and burned cars you 
see along the battle roads of Spain. 


They tell a good story which il- 
lustrates how the very highest 
quarters in this war may be un- 
aware of the most important 
changes at the front. I quote it 
literally from the white officer who 
alleged he knew it at first hand: 

“When Talavera fell, a Moorish 
soldier with some of his pals was 
chasing Marxists along the streets 
of the town and had to enter a 
house to search for them. At the 
same time as this Moor went into 
one of the rooms, a telephone bell 
rang. 

“The Moor took up the receiver 
and asked, ‘Who's there?’ The 
voice on the telephone said, “This is 
the Undersecretary in Madrid.’ 
‘But of what ministry?’ the Moor 
demanded. ‘You fool,’ answered the 
voice, ‘the ministry of War, of 
course. Who is that speaking”’ 


“Oh, just a little Moor from 
Ceuta!’ the soldier replied. And 
after that the conversation ceased.” 

This, says the white officer, was 
really the first news that the Ma- 
drid Ministry of War had of the 
capture of Talavera by the whites.

The Richmond postoffice received 
a letter postmarked “Barret, Herts, 
England,” addressed to “The Man- 
ager of the Bank of the Confederate 
States of America.” Officials de- 
cided to turn the letter over to Miss 
Susan Harrison, house regent at the 
Confederate Museum here. The 
epistle, signed T. J. Hutton, con- 
tained two Confederate bills, with 
the request that they be cashed and 
the money sent by registered post. 
Miss Harrison returned the bills, en-

OW-PRICED HOMES 
NEEDED, SAYS FHA MAN 


Agency Representative Asserts 
Big Market Is Un- 
developed, 


The building industry has suf-) 


fered by competing within itself for 
the construction of more expensive 
homes instead of attempting to 
build homes for persons of average 
income, W. W. Nixon, a special rep- 
resentative of the Federal Housing 
Administration, said yesterday. 

His remarks were made before 
200 real estate dealers, bankers and 
others connected with the building 
industry at a meeting in the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium called by FHA 
for discussion of the practicability 
of constructing subdivision homes 
built to sell for $4500 or less. Sew- 
ard H. Mott,-chief of the land plan- 
ning section of the FHA, also spoke. 

Nixon, in advocating the creation 
of such subdivisions, said the more 
expensive homes comprised only 20 
per cent of the building market 
whereas construction of moderate 
priced dwellings, if developed, 
would make up 70 per cent of the 


market. 

As statistical proof of his claim 
that there was an undersupply of 
moderate priced dwellings in St. 
Louis, Nixon cited figures which 
placed the average value of homes 
here at $7500, a figure which he 
said was far too high to encourage 
home ownership. “Out of an esti- 
mated 211,000 homes in St. Louis,” 
he said, “only 67,162 are occupied 
by owners.” 

He said that figures show that 
662-3 of the wage earners in the 
city make an average of $2000 an- 
nually, enough income for a house 
costing not more than $4500. Yet, 
Nixon maintained, only 15 per cent 
of the houses in St. Louis are 
valued at less than $4500. 

Mott told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that he was convinced that there 
were areas near Jefferson Barracks 
and in North St. Louis that could 
be developed into low cost subdi- 
visions. He said a three-day sur- 
vey of St. Louis housing conditions 
convinced him that such areas not 
only were “tremendously needed,” 
but would be “successful if built.” 

D. F. Montanna and William D. 
Burkheimer, underwriting supervis- 
ors of the FHA from Washington, 
will remain in St. Louis for a few 
days to approve any arrangements 
for land development that might be 
made with local bankers and real 
estate men, 


ILLINOIS UTILITY. ORDERED 
TO BUILD FARM POWER LINES 


Farmers Had Charged Company 
Demanded Title to Lines They 
Were to Finance.

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Oct. 9.—The 
Illinois Commerce Commission to- 
day ordered the Central [Illinois 
Public Service Co. to construct 
electric lines to serve rural resi- 
dents of several counties. 

The order provided, commission 


officials said, that the company 
would spend $150 on construction 
for each $3 monthly minimum 
charge for each customer and $200 
construction for each $5 monthly 
minimum charge. The order was 
described as experimental and to 
be effective for one year, unless 
extended. 

The case was brought before the 
commission by farmers of Livings- 
ton, Douglas, Crawford, Sangamon 
and other counties, who charged 
that the company forced farmers 
to build lines to secure electric 
Service and then demanded title to

Mrs. Billie Hurley Has Found Shoe Shining a Way To a Career

GR. FULTON J..SHEEN of

He 
has managed, however, to find oc- 
cupation that interests him.

For that conspiracy, 16 Russians, 
including prominent men in the 
Bolshevik party, have been execut- 
ed.

HERE may or may not have 
been, somewhere, a man who bit 
a dog, but in St. Louis there is 
an attractive young woman who is 
making an increasingly profitable 
living shining shoes. 

She is Mrs. Billie Nelson Hurley, 
whose shoe shine shop is at 6470 
Clayton avenue. The business, 
which she .tarted four months ago, 
now is grossing more than $35 a 
week, giving her a net income of 
about $20 a week, which is $8 more 
weekly than she formerly earned as 
the combined cook, bookkeeper, 
waitress and maid of all work in a 
St. Louis County restaurant 


“I guess I got the idea at the 
restaurant one night when, after 
I had already put’in about 12 
hours, they wanted me to take care 
of the proprietor’s children,” Mrs. 
Hurley said. “I told thefm ‘Why, 
for the love of Mike, I do everything 
around here now except shine 
shoes.’ ” 

“Then I got to thinking about a 
trip I made one time through a 
shoe factory. I was surprised how 
shoes were made to look so fine 
with some elbow gréase and the 
right materials. So, after I quit the 
restaurant I went to see a shop 
foreman I know in a shoe factory 
and told him I wanted to learn all 
about the finishing of shoes. He 
gave me a job and I stayed there 
six months. 


“T knew that most people’s shoes 
goon become worn looking simply 
because they do not have the prop- 
er care and I had a feeling there 
would be a big field in the business 
of scientifically taking care of 
shoes, the same as they finish them 
in the factories. I watched the boot- 
blacks in t) e barbershops and shin- 
ing stands and saw them giving 
shoes a flick and a flourish with a 
gauzy fag and wondered how I 
could get some of this business. 


“When I opened my shop my 
friends told me I was at least 
slightly balmy. The first week, I 
grossed about $10, mostly from the 
immediate neighborhood. These 
customers were so pleaged they told 
others and gracually my  usiness 
has expanded until now I have cus- 
tomers several miles from my place 
which proves, in my own mind at 
least, the truth of making a bet- 
ter mouse trap.”

Mrs. Hurley and Miss Major have 
trade deals with other business peo- 
ple of the district, taking care of 
their shoes and receiving in return 
groceries, beauty shop service, tai- 
loring and pressing. 

“Every now and then some wom- 
an who is i. a tough spot because 
of her shoes, calls me,” Mrs. Hur- 
ley said. “The other night a woman 
who wished to wear her canary yel- 
low slippers to a dinner dance called 
me frantically. She had found sev- 
eral spots on the slippers in places 
where they would do the least good 
and, topping that, one of the laces

broke as she was tying the slip- 
pers. 

“Where to get yellow laces that 
time of night? She sent the slip- 
pers over and I got some ribbon to 
match and made a pair of laces. 
Then I took out the spots and sent 
the slippers back. Since then that 
woman has sent me about 12 cus- 
tomers.” 

Mrs. Hurley has a 12-year-old 
daughter whom she supports and 
sends to school out of the shine 
shop’s income. As the business ex- 
pands she plans to open branches 
in other sections of the city. 

“IT guess a lot of people in my 
fix with a child to support would 


have gone out looking for relief 
somewhere, but I think in a_ great 
many cases this is not necessary,” 
Mrs. Hurley said. “There are 
many opportunities to earn a living 
if people would only look for them 
and recognize them when they saw 
them. ‘Maybe Iam doing work 
that most folks would think is be- 
neath them, but me? Say, this is 
the finest job I ever had. I’m 
making more money, and having 
the finest time doing it you could 
possibly imagine. And say... 
when you want a real shine send 
your shoes over. When the sun’s 
shining you'll have to wear blink- 
ers to look at your feet.”

THE DALLAS EXPOSITION AT NIGHT, 


Worth the dollars that might be 
spent on the comparatively tame 
night life offered in Dallas. For 
Dallas, in spite of its 62 Baptist 
churches, has deigned to enter the 
competition and provide, in a Man- 
ner, and on a small scale, the 
whoopee offered by Fort Worth. 

Besides the exhibits covering 
most of the 187 acres, the Dallas 
Centennial gritted its teeth and re- 
luctantly allowed a. few peep shows 
and such ordinary concessions as 
“The Streets of Paris” and “The 
Facts of Life” to soil the otherwise 
strictly pure atmosphere. And now, 
after admiring such high-brow 
things as the historic murals in 
the great Hall of State, the lunettes 
of geese, chickens, peacocks, tur- 
keys and other fowls. decorating 
the poultry building, the 1000-foot 
Esplanade with the huge 25 by 40 
foot flags which “lend their psy- 
chological influence upon the 
crowds and superinduce a sense of 
reverence in those areas devoted to 
historical and religious exhibits,” 
the visitor is treated to the ridic- 
ulous spectacle of Paris Peggy 
barking the lures of “The Streets 
of Paris” on one side of the Mid- 
way and “The Holy City” on the 
other feebly trying to entice a few 
customers in for a look at “The 
Last Supper” and the world’s 
smallest Bible. A Shakespearian 
theater vies with a roller coaster 
for patronage-and a _ semi-nude 
revue runs competition with Ad- 
miral Byrd’s North Pole show. 

But, by and large, Dallas puts 
little emphasis on the lighter side 
of its display. After all, it is 
pointed out, the Dallas Centennial 
Exposition is meant to be the cele- 
bration of Texas’ century of inde- 
pendence and the picture of “an 
era unsurpassed in history, either 
in the quality of its heroism or the 
momentous significance of its re- 
sults.” A faithful reproduction of 
the Alamo recalls the heroism that 
is without peer in the annals of 
American history. The Hall of 
State, pride of Texas, is a million 
dollar shrine to the blood-smeared 
centuries that saw the Lone Star 
State pass under six flags—the Lion 
of old Spain, the fleur-de-lis of 
France, the Eagle of Mexico, the 
Lone Star, the Stars and Bars and 
the Stars and Stripes. The $365,000 
Travel and Transportation building 
depicts the ‘progress of Texas’ trans- 
portation since the days of the trail 
through the sagebrush. The $440,- 
000 Hall of Varied Industries is a 
tribute to the markets of South- 
western Texas. The $550,000 Fine 
Arts Museum reveals the cultural 
advance of the largest state in the 
Union. And many other buildings, 
of permanent, and semi-permanent 
structure, all conspire to prove that 
Gen. Sherman was talking through 
his hat. 


UT for all the historical, archi- 
B tecturat, horticultural and land- 

scaping perfection, the giant 
searchlights that penetrate the 
heavens at night, the illuminated 
murals, the lagoons and fountains, 
the Dallas celebration bows to Fort 
Worth and Whoopee at sundown. 
Even the most fanatic of Texans 
forsake the air of heroism and ac- 
complishment that pervades the 
Dallas show for the extravagant 
papier mache city that Billy Rose 


away. 


The visitor may have spent the 
whole day in Dallas and still have 
change out of a dollar left in his 
jeans. For the price of admission 
and 15 cents for a ham sandwich 
and a cup of coffee, he may have 
wandered about the marble halls of 
the exposition and for eight hours 
steeped himself in the history and 
progress of Texas. Education is 
cheap at the Dallas Centennial. In 
Fort Worth whoopee costs money. 
But even with all the shekels spent 
at Casa Manana, and all the dol- 
lars taken in across thé bar at 


handed to the ticket-taker at Sally 
Rand’s emporium, Fort Worth has 
the red-ink blues. It seems that 
the $100,000 paid to Mr. Rose for 
his fancy ideas, plus the operating 
expenses of the various whoopee 
marts, have outdistanced the cash 
intake. Two weeks ago, “Jumbo” 
was closed and a run-of-the-mill cir- 
cus substituted. The revue at Casa 
Manana has been whittled down 
and some of the yokel-bait shows 
have folded for lack of cash and ap- 
preciatiqn. 


But Texas, as a‘whole, is happy. 
Forth Worth and Dallas may be 
slightly disappointed that the po- 
lice have not been needed to keep 
hordes of eager customers from 
storming the gates of their respec- 
tive expositions, but certainly both 
celebrations have discountenanced 
General Sherman’s insinuation that 
hell is preferable to Texas. Texans 
feel, too, that they have done pretty 
well toward discharging their duty 
to the memory of their dead he- 
roes and letting the sons and daugh- 
ters of the earth know that Texas, 
sir, is some State. 


HE principal thing about which 
T texas pats itself on the back is, 
of course the size of the State, 
and everything connected with it. 


And if you visit the Dallas Centen 
nial don’t be surprised if some chap 
in a ten-gallon hat slaps you on the 
back and begins asking you ques 
tions like the following: 

Do you know that if all the hogs 
in Texas were one big hog he would 
be able to dig the Panama Canal 
in three roots? 

Do you know that if all the Texas 
steers were one big steer, he would 
stand with his front feet in the 
Gulf of Mexico, one hind foot in 
Hudson Bay and his other in the 
Arctic Ocean and his tail would 
brush the mist from the Aurore 
Borealis? 

Do you know that one Texan’s 
gate is 150 miles from his front door 
and he is thinking of moving his 
house back so that he will not be 
annoyed by the dust of passing 
automobiles and Fuller brush men? 

And do you know that the chief 
pursuit of the people of Texas was 
formerly Mexicans but now it is 
wool and mohair, steers and crop 
records? 

The best answer to all these ques- 
tions is: “Yes, sir, I know Texas is 
some state,” because if you admit 
to any lack of knowledge about 
Texas, your informer will spend the 
rest of the day extolling the won- 
ders of his native state and you'll 
never get to the exposition.

éé E filled all the house,” it was 
Heaia of Jesus, when He en- 
tered a sick room.
